The special meeting of council, held 
last evening for the purpose of trans­ 
acting general business, and at which 
all members were present but Messrs. 
Marshall and Johnston, was opened 
with 
an 
address 
by 
Prosecut­ 
ing Attorney J. H. Brookes in behalf 
of the East Liverpool & Wellsville 
Street Hallway company. Mr. Brookes* 
said in part: 
‘'Gentlemen of Council—I am here 
to ask your honorable body to rescind 
the action taken in 
regard to the 
Pleasant Heights extension, or at least 
a part of it. When the general fran­ 
chise was granted the railway 
com­ 
pany the conditions were much differ­ 
ent than they are at present. At that 
time a company known as the Pleasant 
Heights Land company offered the 
railway $5,000 as an inducement to ac­ 
cept the franchise. The stockholders 
of the land company sold out and the 
offer was obliterated. At that time the 
railway company had not the exper­ 
ience with the hills of East Liverpool 
it has since had. 
“Every resident of the city Is thor­ 
oughly familiar with the history 
of 
the Calcutta road. It has resulted not 
only disastrously to the company, hut 
to the lives and limbs of many of our 
best citizens. To build a line up Pleas­ 
ant Heights hill will result more dis­ 
astrously. Although the safety brakes 
recently adopted by the company are 
supposed to be practically safe they 
could not be depended upon where the 
grade is as steep as on this hill, and, 
gentlemen. I don’t think that the city 
government will ask the company to 
build a line when the lives of the citi­ 
zens are placed in jeopardy. 
“If the council will do as I, for the 
company, have requested, the company 
will agree to commence the extension 
along the following route at once: 
From the Diamond out West Market 
street to Sheridan avenue, down the 
avenue to Pleasant street and out to 
the Lisbon road. The company will 
run cars on a 12-minute schedule In­ 
stead of 30-minutes, as is now in vogue 
ob the Calcutta line. It will give trans­ 
fers Bad conform to every restriction 
governing the operation of cars. By 
bonding the line to Lisbon road the 
great majority of West End people 
will be accommodated, while the resi­ 
dents of the Heights will not be much 
inconvenienced.” 
Mr. Thomas, after making a few re­ 
marks in favor of rescinding the ac­ 
tion, moved that the solicitor be in­ 
structed to prepare a resolution blot­ 
ting out that part of the franchise 
which makes it compulsory that the 
company build the extension the en­ 
tire length.

Prisoner Released Through the Help 
of an Infatuated 
WoYnan. 


The escape of the Biddie* from the 
Allegheny county jail has been paral­ 
leled in Butler county, Pa., where the 
notorious brothers met their death. 
The county jail of Butler, in which 
the Biddles breathed their last, was 
the scene of this similar exploit. Amy 
Houck, a susceptible w'oman employed 
in the jail by the

New York, May 16.—Dr Henry Van 
Dyke, 
professor 
of 
literature 
at 
Princeton university, was, late yes­ 
terday afternoon, elected moderator 
of the general assembly of the Pres 
byterian assembly, which began its 
deliberations 
here 
yesterday. 
He 
was elected on the second ballot. The 
first ballot: 
Van 
Dyke, 
271; Dr. 
Kerr, 86; Dr. Holmes, 90; Dr. MofTat, 
144; Dr. Duffleld. 61. 
There were 598 votes oast, 299 be­ 
ing necessary to elect. 
There was some discussion as to 
whether another 
ballot 
should be 
cast before the end of the session, as 
there was a communion service sched­ 
uled. 
After some talk it was decided 
to cast another ballot. 
Before this 
was done, however. Dr. Robert 
R 
Booth, of New York, arose and with­ 
drew the name of Dr. Duffleld. 
He 
•aid this was done at the request of 
Dr. Duffleld. 
The result of the second .ballot was: 
Dr. Van Dyke, 298; Dr. Moffat, 227; 
Dr. Holmes, 49. 
The votes given to Dr. Kerr on the 
first ballot were scattered between 
Dr. Van Dyke and Dr. Moffat. 
Announced Van Dyke’s Election. 
After the result 
was 
announced 
the retiring moderator, Dr. Henry C. 
Minton, moved that Dr. Van Dyke’s 
election be made unanimous, and this 
was done. 
On the second ballot there was cast 
574 votes, of which 287 were neces­ 
sary to elect. 
Amid cheers Dr. Van Dyke was es­ 
corted to the moderator’s chair, and 
as he took it Dr. Minton said: 
“My brother, it becomes my duty 
to inform you of your election to the 
office of moderator of this general as­ 
sembly and to present you with this 
book of law and order.

|HE babies of a few mothers grow up surrounded bv 
playthings, amusements and educational measures. 
Nine hundred and ninety-eight or DOT out of every 
1,000 spend tho first years of their lives crawling over 
dirty floors on their stomachs and knees, and unless 
they die before must go to work when they are five. 
A few children have the benefit of excellent schooling; the 
others learn nothing but profanity and superstitions. 
A few girls fall in love, have a romance or two and marry. Nine 
hundred and ninety out of 1,000 are forced into matrimonial cap­ 
tivity for economical reasons. 
A few people change their linen every day and never soil it, 
while the overwhelming majority of men and women wear their 
clothes two weeks or longer or until they fall off 
in rags. 
Yet this latter class of people are working 
day in and day out—for others. 
Tho select few are forever speculating how to 
kill time. The rest don’t get leisure enough to clean 
themselves properly, to sleep a9 long as their con­ 
stitutions demand and to visit a friend or relative 
once in a month. 
In Russia live a few thousand persons who learn 
to read and write in four languages and a hundred millions who 
can’t read and write and know no other amusement but to get drunk.

counsel. 
When notified of her husband’s ar­ 
rest, Mrs. Gaynor a t once consulted 
Mr. Tachereau, her husband's attor­ 
ney. A tug was chartered and an at­ 
tempt was made to overtake the boat 
on which Gaynor and Greene wine 
being carried away.

Hazleton, Pa., May 16.—The anthra­ 
cite mine workera in convention late 
yesterday afternoon decided to con­ 
tinue the strike of the 145,000 men 
againat the mine ownera and to fight 
it out to the bitter end. The matter 
'Of calling out the engineers, firemen 
and pump runners will be decided by 
the delegates today. The vote to con­ 
tinue the suspension was as follows: 
Total vote cast, 811; 
for strike, 
♦61%; against strike, 349%; majority 
for strike. 111%. 
President Mitchell, 
however, in compliance with the rules 
of the United Mine 
Workers, an­ 
nounced to the public that the action 
of the convention was unanimous. 
While the leaders are cautious and 
will not forecast their action, It is 
not unlikely that the miners’ fight will 
be carried into the bituminous coal 
regions and Into otb*r fields of in­ 
dustry. 
Mine workers for 18 months 
have been looking 
forward to the 
strike that is now upon them. 
They 
have saved their money and are con­ 
sidered to be lh better shape today 
for a fight than they 
were in the 
great strike of 1900. 
President Mitchell’s advice to the 
miners was peace, and he gave it to 
them in the plainest and most force­ 
ful of language. 
He was ably assist­ 
ed by President Fahey and Secretary 
Hartlein, of the lower district, and 
Secretary Dempsey, of the upper ter 
rltory. President Nichols, of the first 
district, was the great champion of 
the strike advocates. 
Mr. Mitchell, 
who was the last to speak, was lis­ 
tened to with the greatest attention. 
It is said that during his 15 minutes' 
address he read a telegram frqm Sen­ 
ator Hanna begging the men not to 
declare for a strike at this time, as 
the United States government had or 
would take a hand in the matter by 
investigating the legality of the a1 
leged community of interests of the 
coal companies in the production of 
hard coal. It Is also said that a tele 
gram was read from the 'American 
Federation of Labor against a perma 
nent suspension. 
But a majority of 
the delegates would not listen.

Speech Adviaing Peace—A M ajority 


Voted to Strike. 


Hazleton. Pa., May 16.—The anthra­ 
cite mine workera In convention late 
yeaterday afternoon decided to con­ 
tinue the strike of the 145,000 men 
asalnat the mine owners and to light 
It out to the bitter end. 
The matter 
of calling out the engineers, firemen 
'and pump runners will be decided by 
the delegates today. 
The vote to con 
tinue the suspension was as follows: 
Total vote cast. 811; 
for strike, 
461 Va ; against strike, 3495i; majority 
for strike, H IH . 
President Mitchell, 
however, In compliance with the rules 
of the United 
Mine 
Workers, an­ 
nounced to the public that th.* adion 
of the convention was unanimous. 
W hile the leaders are cautious and 
will not forecast their action, it is 
not unlikely that the miners' fight will 
be carried into the bituminous coal 
regions and Into other fields of In­ 
dustry. 
Mine workers for IK months 
have been looking 
forward to the 
strike that is now upon them. 
They 
have saved their money and are con 
sidcred to be lh better shape today 
for a fight than they 
were in the 
great strike of 1900. 
President Mitchell's advice to the 
miners was peace, and he gave It to 
them In the plainest and most force- 
fnl of language. 
He was ably assist­ 
ed by President Fahey and Secretary 
Hartleln, of the lower district, and 
Secretary Dempsey, of the upper ter­ 
ritory. 
President Nichols, of the first 
district, was the great champion of 
the strike advocates. 
Mr. Mitchell, 
who was the last to speak, was lis­ 
tened to with the greatest attention. 
It Is said that during his 15 minutes' 
address he read a telegram fr^m Sen­ 
ator Hanna begging the men not to 
declare for a strike at this time, as 
the United States government had or 
would take a hand in the matter by 
Investigating the legality of the al­ 
leged community of interests of the 
coal companies in the production of 
hard coal. 
It Is also said that a tele­ 
gram was read from the 'American 
Federation of Labor against a perma­ 
nent suspension. 
But a majority of 
the delegates would not listen.

gent needs of the suffering people for 
fully a month to come.

efforts of the government officials are 
directed in supplementing the food 
supplies contributed by tho people so 
as to make them Immediately avail­ 
able and to devise a system of dis 
trlbutlon. 
Secretary Root 
has 
au­ 
thorized the officers of the commis­ 
sary department s New York to pur­ 
chase any additional 
supplies that 
may be necessary to supplement those 
contributed by private 
persons for 
shipment to the scene of the disas­ 
ter. 
Consequently *private donations 
of flour will ho supplemented by a 
proper supply of yeast by the gov­ 
ernment and with codfish and other 
food supplies

articles to make them available for 
food.

The fact is that the 
average precipitation of m oisture in 
the lowlands of the mountain region 
during the entire year is only 14.15 
inches. 
With such average precipita­ 
tion there is practically no danger of 
snow blockades on the railroads, save 
at a few points exposed to drifts and

tected. 
This is especially true of the 
lines of the Denver & Rio Grande and 
the Rio Grande W estern between Den­ 
ver and Ogden at all seasons of the 
year.

The Arabian coffee maker, having 
prepared ills fire of charcoal and placed 
near it a huge pot containing water, 
takes a few handfuls of green coffee 
berries, carefully culls out all Imperfect 
berries and foreign substances and 
then places the best of the berries in an 
iron ladle beld over tile fire. The ber­ 
rier are permitted to roast until they 
begin to smoke and are then, While still 
uncharred, placed In a small mortar 
and carefully brayed with a pestle 
closely fitting the cup of the mortar. 
The berries are not, however, reduced 
to a dust. While this process bas been 
going on, a small pot has been half 
fillid with tepid water from the large 
pot and placed over the fire. When tile 
water in tile small pot bas begun to 
boll, the broken coffee berries are 
thrown in, and the boiling Is permitted 
to go on for a short time, the decoction 
being stirred with a spoon when it 
show s signs of boiling over. The coffee 
is then served in small cups without 
cream or sugar.

After some talk it was decided 
to cast another ballot.

was done, however. Dr. Robert 
R 
Booth, of New York, arose and with­ 
drew the name of Dr. Duffield. 
He 
said this was done at the request of 
Dr. Duffield. 
The result of the second ballot was: 
Dr. Van Dyke, 298; Dr. Moffat. 227; 
Dr. Holmes, 49. 
The votes given to Dr. Kerr on the 
first ballot were scattered between 
Dr. Van Dyke and Dr. Moffat. 
Announced Van Dyke’s Elect'on.

announced 
the retiring moderator, Dr. Henry C. 
Minton, moved that Dr. Van Dyke's 
election be made unanimous, and this 
was done.

Rational 
Side. 
"Any consideration of the mission 
of Presbyterianism would be incom 
plete if. in the first place, it did not 
note the fact as of greatest promi 
Hence, that the Presbyterian church 
has always held forth to the w'orld 
a confessional testimony to what it 
believes to be the truth of God 
has not said, with Newman, that all 
there is in religion is dogma, nor has 
it said, with Schloiermacher, that re 
ligion is all feeling of life. 
It has 
characteristically approached men on 
their rational side, and assuming that 
conviction 
shapes 
conduct, it has 
aimed to enlighten the intellect and 
to persuade the will by the plain pre­ 
sentation of truth of God. 
"It is idle to deny 
that 
strong 
counter currents have set in against 
this position. 
Doctrine is belittled 
and 
creed 
is 
decried, and many 
echoes are 
sounding out that the 
function of a church in these last 
days is to cultivate piety 
and 
to 
quicken the generously ethical impulse 
of men—and to stop there. 
On the 
other hand. w*e devoutly believe that 
the call is made ail the louder by this 
very tendency, for 
the 
witnessing 
w’ork of a confessional church. 
Let 
us not deceive ourselves; this is a 
theological age; not profoundly so, but 
predominantly so, even though it may 
think 
otherwise 
of 
itself. 
In 
one 
breath we call our age intensely prac­ 
tical and in the next intensely intel­ 
lectual, and both are true.

Writing from Canton, China, to his 
father, Rev. J. N. Swan, in the East 
End, Dr. John M. Swan tells of great 
work by missionaries and incidentally 
of the horrors of Asiatic cholera.

In the midst of all the rush of work 
which ever accompanies the care of 
a large number of patients here at the

Friday and Saturday after preparato­ 
ry services we spent the afternoons 
in the examination of 25 applicants 
for baptism, all but two being received 
into the church.

miles from Canton; the remaining five 
were men residing in this vicinity. 
As we questioned these applicants 
on their

heard the testimony which so clearly 
showed the working of the holy spirit's 
power in their hearts, I thought, oh, 
if only Christians at home could bear

When asked as to her idea of any 
pecuniary aid being given those who 
entered the church she declared she 
was quite able to carry a hundred 
pounds and expected to work for her 
living just the .same as 
heretofore;
